There were no dead fish or 
birds sighted and  niinmal 
damage to fish eggs and larvae 
from the 60 by 35 nautical-mile 
slick Iving 140 miles off Nor- 
way, 150 miles from Denmark 
and 160 miles from Britain. 

Fourth Failure 

Before the new failure to cap 
the weli—the fourth in two days 
—Mr. Adair, 62. told reporters: 

“Ἃ don’t think it's that dif- 
ficult. I've been on @ lot big- 
ger and rougher. We can wind 
it up in a couple of days cr 
sooner. We've got a bunch of 
tricks. We'll fix it. IU stay 
around until we finish it.

ideology. 

At the moment, be represents 
the last major obstacle to Pre- 
mies Adolfo Suarez's efforts to 
fragment the votes of the politic- 
al extremes in the June 15 par- 
liamentary elections.

Russia to Cancel

—The U.S. Defense Department 
today announced plans to sell the 
Sudan six C-130 Hercules trans- 
port planes in the first U.S. gow 
ernment arms deal with that 
country.

WASHINGTON, April 19 
CWP)—The Carter administra- 
tion's new initiative for harmo- 
nizing relations with Greece and 
Turkey and for spurring a 
Cyprus settlement bas run afoul 
of both Greece and Turkey and 
threatens problems with Con- 
gress.

White House staff are earnmg 
$40,000 a year or more, President

senior staff make $56,000 and 
Mrs. Carter's highest paid aide, 
Press Secretary Mary Hoyt, re- 
ceives $45,000. 

Most of Mr. Carter’s top aides 
received pay increases of up to

taxpayers $400,000 a year. 

Most of Mrs, Carter's 1§-mem- 
ber staff received pay rises 
earlier this month.

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A Fast-Breeding Problem 


That President Jimmy Carter sincerely 
hopes to control the spread of nuclear bomb- 
power can be taken for granted. Whether 
his methods—including his latest proposal to 
Congress—can help or hinder that goal is 
another matter. In fact. the most frighten- 
ing aspect of the present nuclear situation 
is the relative ease of acquiring fisslonable 
Materials and the widespread knowledge of 
the means whereby these can be put to 
military use. 

A long time ago. Bernard Baruch. who 
presented the first plan. the American plan, 
for the international control of nuclear 
power twhich was vetoed by the Soviet 
Union), referred to the atomic bomb as the 
“equallzer'—the term that had been applied 
to the six-snooter in the Old West, It was 
the weapon that gave the little man «if he 
could get in the first straight shot: power 
over the big man. Now it is true that the 
number of bombs and the number and kind 
of means of dispatching them is really the 
determining factor in big-power struggles— 
as the SALT talks have amply demonstrated. 

Nevertheless, a small nation could trip the 
wire that might set off a global holocaust 
with a single nuclear bomb; certainly, com-~ 
petition among the smaller powers could 
breed the kind of international tension that 
might bring on a catastrophe of major 
proportions. 

At the same time nuclear power for peace- 
ful uses, although it troubles many environ-" 
mentalists and is 2 divisive issue on those 
grounds in many states, still represents a 
first alternative to diminishing ofl reserves 


and their costs. To insure that such power 
should be employed for peaceful means 
represents another 55:16, perhaps 2 more 
urgent one—but very difficult to resolve. 


Essentially, Mr. Carter's proposal to Con- 
gress is to provide a domestic mechanism 
for advancing an international goal, But it 
is doubtful whether this domestic approach 
will help the international efforts now being 
discussed in London, and which have been 
already fostered by a treaty and an energy 
plan. West Germany's energy plan, which 
Involves “fast-breeding” nuclear fuels, is 
another domestic initiative of a similar kind, 
and one that in fact confronts Mr. Carter 
with the plain fact that there are nations 
that can defy the protections and scorn the 
incentives provided in Mr. Carter's bill 


This was virtually the same situation that 
faced the Trman administration after 
Hiroshima—except that then the Soviet 
Union seemed virtually the only nation 
eapable of overtaking the technological leads 
of the United States and Britain, while to- 
day the challengers have multiplied. The 
power of the United States to exert control 
is. therefore, greatly diminished, the need 
for multilateral agreement on a_ giobal 
danger greatly enhanced. For all the frus- 
trations that international meetings hare 
brought over the past three decades. for all 
the costly errors they have made, there is 
still more hope for the human race in an 
international gathering in London than in 
exchanges between President Carter and his 
Congress in Washington, 


Press Freedom in the Third World 


Naturally we protest against Ethiopia's 
arbitrary expulsion of Post correspondent 
David Ottaway who, with the two other 
Western correspondents resident in Addis 
Ababa, has now been forced to leave. His 
and his colleagues’ departure means that, 
for an indefinite period, there will be no 
reliabie reports avatizble on Ethiopia’s con- 
tinuing turmoil. The three are accused, in 
essence, of paying too Httle attention to of- 
ficial government statements and too much 
to “hearsay, rumors and fabricated propa- 
ganda material of conunterrevolutionary ele- 
ments.” Translation: They followed the 
standard professional practice of eonsulting 
unofficial sources 25 well as official ones. 
In Evelyn Waugh’s classic norel “Scoop.” set 
im the Ethiopia of another day, the publisher 
told his correspondent exactly what was 
wanted: “A few sharp victories. some con- 
spicnous acts of personal bravery on the 
patriot side, and 2 colourful entry into the 
capital.” In today’s Ethiopia, that eomes 
closer to defining the sort of storybook non- 
coverage that the government wants—and 
that Mr. Ottaway and his colleagues were 
not prepared to provide. 

Ethiopia's attimde 15, to be sure, far from 
novel. The government jacks control of the 
country and evidently feels compelled: to 
take measures that ri wishes to hide from 
the world, not to mention its Ethiopian ad- 
yersaries. At an accelerating pace, it has 


been shifting its dependency from Washing- 
ton to Moscow. Once that shift had pro- 
gressed to the point where the cost of West- 
ern reaction would be tolerable. the officers 
made their move. The exclusion of the jour- 
nalists represents not 2 comment on the 
quality of their reporting but 2 comment on 
the military government's tightening rela- 
tions with the Kremlin. The Soviet-bloc 
correspondents in Addis Ababa, needless to 
say, remain.

It lies in the extent to which it 
leans on Third World concepts of news 
Management, concepts that, thanks to 
Unesco, among others, have gained increas- 
ing currency and a certain legitimacy in 
recent years, It is asserted that Western 
notions of freedom of information disguise 
new post-colonial forms of political manipu- 
Jation and cultural imperialism.

Such alternative reports, how- 
ever. almost always turn out to be unreliable 
and propagandistic distortions. on the Soviet 
model It is easier to kick ont or keep out 
journalists who cannot be counted on to see 
things the government's way.

Nuclear Power: Dividing U.S. F rom I ts F riends 


ASHINGTON.—In the first 
historic chapter of the atom- 
jc sge—irom Hiroshima at the 
end of the last World War 
through the worst part of the 
cold war—nuclear power divided 
the United States from its enemies 
and adversaries, but now it seems 
to be dividing us as well from 
our friends. 

At the present time, we seem 
to be at odds with many nations 
that are fimdamental to our hope 
of creating a more stable world 
order in the last quarter of the 
century, and precisely over the 
dilemma of how to develop mu- 
clear power for peaceful purposes 
and at the same time restrain 
its development as an instrument 
of war. 

These nations include, among 
others, the Federai Republic of 
Germany, France, ald to a lesser 
extent Britain in Western Europe: 
Yugoslavia at a critical point in 
its transition in Eastern Europe; 
Israel and Iran in the Middle 
East: China in East Asia; India 
and Pakistan in South Asia, and 
Brazil ἸῺ Latin America. 


The Issues 


This week's news out of Wash- 
ington and Bonn illustrates what 
is and what is not at issue. What 
ts not at issue is the need to 
develop nuclear power as one im- 
portant substitute for the high- 
priced and dwindling resources of 
oi] and gas, whose reserves lie 
mainly in one of the most un- 
stable and unpredictable political 
areas of the world. 

What is at issue 15 how this 
is to be done. The Carter admin- 
istration has offered to cooperate 
with other nations in the develop- 
ment of nuclear power that can- 
not easily be diverted into the 
production of nuclear weapons. 
It wants stiff international agree- 
ments to avold the spread of 
such weapons and has asked Con- 
exess for authority to impose 
hard ‘penalties on nations that 
violate agreements for the control 
of nuclear arms. 

President Carter has other 
problems. His decision to hold up 
work op this country’s own fast- 
breeder nuclear reactors—the most 
Productive but dangerous type— 
nas aiso provoked the opposition 
of this country's major nuclear 
technology producers. 

Por example, Robert E Kirby, 
chairman of Westinghouse Elec- 
tax Corp. which has designed the 
nation's first large-scale industrial 
fast-breeder plant in Tennessee, 
toid hus shareholders this week 
tmat in his opinion Jt was “most 
unwise* for President Carter to 
opt out of the breeder reactor 
race since, he said, breeder reac- 
wrs promise energy resources 
equal to at least three times those 
represented by all Middle East oil 
reserves. 

At the same time, the United 
States ᾿ς being accused by Brazil 
and other developing countries of 
warting to hold nuclear weapons 
itself and deny them to others;

lion pages and the famous tape 
recordings as his own. 

With respect to presidential 
Papers. the report recommends 
that a president transfer his 
public -papers to the national 
archivist at the conclusion of his 


term—and that he or a designat-: 


ed person “be émpowered to place 
restrictions on the use of pres- 
idential public papers for up to 
15 years after the conclusion of 
His. office.” 

The report defines persona] 
papers—such as diaries. Ietters ta 
family and friends and “other 
Papers” created for personal use 
“rather. than in connection with

Chronicling the Barbarossa Dynasty 


By David Iams 
GTUITGART CET).—Eaden- 
Wirtiemberg is celebrating 
this spring 25 years of political 
existence with an exhibition 
devoted to a local figure who 
@rose in the 12th century from 
the squabbles of feudalism to be- 
come 2 symbol of German might: 

Friedrich Barbarossa. ὁ 


Die Zeit der Staufer (The 
Staufer Era) is a three-part ex- 
hibition recording Barbarossa's 
dynasty, known in English as the 
Hohenstaucen, The first part 
chronicles the line's history. be- 
ginning in 1078. with Friedrich 
von Staufen, a minor noble whose 
origins Barbarossa, himself was 
unable to trace, and ending in 
1268 with the beheading of the 
15-year-old claimant Konredin 
by the Duke of Anjou. 


The second is a substantial 
collection of the art works of 
those 189 years, during which 
the Holy Roman Empire reached 
maturity, many of Germany's 
Gothic cathedrals were built, 
the first three Crusades took 
Place and the Renaissance began 
to bloom. The collection, with 
hundreds of iluminated manu- 
scripts. reliefs, stained glass 
windows, altarpieces and reli- 
quaries, 25 well as household 
artifacts, represents “a cross Sec- 
tion of the art of that time,” 
according to Elke Gerhold-Enit- 
tel, ἃ curator at the Wiirt~- 
tembergisches Landesmuseum 
here, which is responsible for the 
exhibition, 

The third part exemplifies the 
romantic and  propagandistic 
revival the Staufer dynasty en- 
joyed in the 19th century and 
during the Hitler era. 

The exhibition is in Das Alte 
Schloss in downtown Stuttgart, 
except for the third part, which 


from official Seviet publications 
and produces these strange, cool 
paintings that hit one like 5 
blunt instrament, Why a blunt 
instrument? Mainly because they 
seem intent upon causing dis- 
comfort or pain, and hence aware- 
ness, rather than upon labeling 
anything good or evil. Fanti's 
artistic vocabulary prefers the 
sentimental register of the late 
19th century which he subverts 
from its original purpose by filter= 
ing it through his own strange, 
serious irony.

was a gift from Barbarossa to hus 
godfather. 

The head is heli by three 
angels ta fourth figure is 
missing) who stand on the fortifi- 
ed walls of a city, symboluing 
the temporal authority Barbaros- 
sa held as king of Rome and the 
spiritual] authority he obtained 
when crowned Holy Roman em- 
peror in 1155 by the pope. ‘The 
eyes, by the way, which are 50 
striking, are thought to have been 
restored in the i9th century.’ 

Barbarossa is the best known 
of the Staufers, whose struggles 
for supremacy over Europe and 
the pope brand them in the eves. 
of some historians as reac- 
tionaries imitating Charlemagne 
and ignoring the nationalism, 
skepticism and commerce that 
were developing around them, 

The Staufer dynasty began 
when Friedrich von Staufen was 
made duke of Swabia by Hetorich 
IV, next to last of the Salic line 
of emperors. Swabia took its 
name from Julius Caesar's Gal- 
lic foes the Swabi and included 
mest of what is now Switzerland 
and Baden-Wurttemberz. 

The duke's seat of power was 
near Goppingen, 20 miles east of 
Stuttgart, on a -fortified hilltop, 
which, according to Miss Ger~ 
hold-Enittel. is why the Staufer 
line is also known as the family 
“Yon Hohen-Stauzen.”

stead of inheriting the title, 
Through a tangle of alliances and 
marriages. Von Staufen’s son 
Konrad ΠῚ was elected king of 
Rome, 
Nephew Elected 


He, in turn, managed to make 
the electors pick his nephew 
Barbarossa, then 29. although he 
had a 6-yeer-old son, also named 
Priedrich. 

The chronicler Otto von Frei- 
sing described the new king as 
devout and a good hunter. better 
able to understand Latin than 
to speak it, with red hair and 
beard. In Germany. at least, he 
was a peacemaker and good ad- 
ministrator. The Welfs, the 
major Staufer rivals, were sub- 
dued because Barbarossa’s father 
had married one. and Barbarossa 
ended other rivalries br splitting 
up competing duchies: He carved 
Westphalia out of Saxony and 
the Austrian Stejermark nut of 
Bavaria. Elsewhere, like his 
contemporary Henry II of En- 
Bland, he bypassed layers of feu~ 
da] society and dispensed order 
and justice to the people through 
his own organization. 

His efforts at consolidating his 
Tule in Italy were less peacctul, 
however, and he also fell afoul 
of the church there when he 
backed a minority candidate for 
pops. Finally reconciled with 
Alexander ITI, the pope he had 
opposed, Barbarossa joined Rich- 
ard Lionheart of England and 
Philip 1 of Prance on the Third 
Crusade, during which he died. 

Barbarossa’s son Heinrich VI. 
elected his successor while still 
a child. expanded the empire to 
include Sicily. There his son 
Friedrich I grew up, vastly dif- 
ferent than his forebears. steeped 
in Arabic science and Mediter- 
ranean culture but scarcely able 
to speak German. He. too, was 
elected emperor and sew four 
of his legitimate offspring also 
become kings of Rome. 

None. however. got to be em- 
peror. a title not again held in- 
disputably until the start of the 
Hapsburg line in _ the 18th cen- 
tury. 

Interest in the Hohenstaufen 
line revived after the Holy Ro- 
man Empire's final dissolution in 
1806. Scenes of Barbarossa in 
battle or confronting the pope 
were popular subjects for paint- 
ers and are represented in the 
Nachwelt ‘posterity? gection. So 
also are late-18th-century plans, 
never fulfilled, for a Barbarossa, 
statue, commercial products 
(Staufer beer. for instance» and 
the Nazi exploitation of the 
Staufer image which. besides 
using young Konradin as an 
example for Hitler youth. also 
of course used Barbarossa 
as the code name for its attack 
in World War ΤΙ on Russia.

‘Threaten Disruption’ 

“Such excessive boldings threat- 
en disruption of the market and 
could cause serious injury to the

cago. . 

Gregory Walker. couusel to the 
agency, said in a telephone in- 
terview from Washington that the 
agency had requested court, per- 
mission to supervise liquidation of 
the extralegal holdings, Judge Joel 
Flaum said he would hear argu- 
ments on the issue Monday, 

Meanwhile, he issued 8 tem- 
porary order preventing the Hunt 
group from taking delivery of 
more than 3 milion bushels in 
May, as scheduled by their con- 
tract holdings. The group is said 
to hold contracts on 7.2 million 
bushels due for delivery to them 
before the May futures contract 
expires May 19. 

“We want an orderly liquida- 
tion to prevent a further disrup~ 
tion of the market,” Mr. Walker 
explained. “The question of pos- 
sible penalties wl be discussed 
afterward.” 

In all commodity markets, there 
are limits to the amount of fu- 
tures contracts that one individual 
or a group may hold. In the case 
of soybeans, the limit is 8 mililion 
bushels of 60 pounds each, 

According to Mr. Walker, seven 
members of the Hunt family and 
a holding company owned by 
them held as much as 24 million 
bushels last month, and 22.7 mil- 
lion on Wednesday. 


National Supply 


“The Agriculture Department 
has projected 8 national supply 
of 65 million bushels when the 
soybean crop year ends this Aug. 
31.” Mr. Walker observed, “And 
the new bean crop won't be in 
‘until October." 

Although the seven Hunt family 
members and their holding com- 
pany each held the permissible 
number of contracts on the Chi- 
cago Board of ‘Trade, where soy- 
beans are traded, they were acting 
as one trader, the federal agency's 
petition stated. 

Efforts to reach members of 
the Hunt family or their lawyers 
were unsuccessful yesterday. How- 
ever, an official] of the commodity 
agency in Washington said their 
lawyers had denied any collective 
activities in the soybean market. 

“Under rule 4-A, two or more 
persons acting together as if ther 
were one individual count as one 
trader." the agency's counsel seid, 
adding: “The petition details the 
facts that the Hunt group execut- 
ed identical trades since Jan. i7 
in the market; they even used 
the same address.” 

William Bagley, chairman of 
the agency, said in ἃ phone in- 
terview: “We tried to work things 
out with the Hunt lawyers, with 
the Chicago Board of Trade and 
the brokers volved before going 
to court so as not to unsettle the 
market. But these efforts were 
without any appreciable success.”

Since Monday,. soybeans from 
the 1976 harvest—called the old 
crop—have fallen $1 a bushel, and 
each drop of 1 cert represents 
$50 for ἃ contract of 5,000 bushels. 

The drop has been so precipi- 
tous that the Chicago Board of 
Trade expanded its limits on 
price moves to 45 cents a day 
irom 20 cents to accommodate 
people trying to get out of the 
market. 

Any more in the price of soy- 
beans affects the cost of a wide 
range of consumer and industrial 
products. Rarely in oversupply, 
soybeans for delivery next month 
closed yesterday at 59.38 a bushel.

Agnelli Sees Decline in Demand 


Fiat president Giovanni Agnelli says thai 
fallmg demand in the group's main sectors dur- 
ing the first quarter “seems likely to become 
more acute and broader in the coming months.”

According to Survey on First Quarter 


Rise in U.S. Profits Surpasses Forecasts 


NEW YORE, April 29 (AP-DJ). 
—U\S, corporate profits did better 
tm the first quarter than many 
economists had predicted, but the 
performance was not exuberant. 
a Wall Street Journal survey 
shows. 

On ἃ year-to-year basis, accord- 
ing to the survey of 530 major 
companies, first-quarter earnings 
were up 7.7 per cent, That com- 
pares with a 19-per-cent gain 
recorded in 8 fourth-quarter sur- 
vey last year. 

Most industries chalked up 
gains in the latest quarter. Steel 
was 2 notable exception, posting 
@ steep decline of 93 per cent. 
Autos were very strong, with Gen- 
eral Motors reporting its best first 
quarter ever. 

In industry after industry. the 
quarter could be summed up in 
much the same way: A bad Janu- 
ary and February and 8 strong 
rebound in March as the weather 
improved. 5 

Analysts expect stronger profits 
the rest of this year, although 
the big year-to-year gains of early 
1976—up 41 per cent in that first 
quarter, up 38 per cent in the 
second—are not likely to be emu- 
lated. 

Steady Growth Seen 

Beonomists think the recovery 
is back on track and that the 
economy will be making steady 
‘but unspectacular gains, Norman 
Robertson, senior vice-president 
of Mellon Bank, suggests that 
earnings this year will be up 
12 per cent; Sam Nakagame, chief 
economist of Kidder, Peabody, 
says 12.7 per cent. 

Analysis cite several favorable 
factors, Intentional accumulation 
of inventory—a move that means 
businessmen expect business to 
get better—is beginning to in- 
crease, Business inventory ex- 
panded at an annual rate of $7.5 
billion in the first quarter, com- 
pared with a rise at 8. $1.7-billion 


rate in last year's fourth quarter. 
Also. substantial gains in housing 
Should improve the outlook for 
building materials, appliances and 
other industries, says Mr. Rob- 
ertson. 

In the first quarter, the auto 
industry continued to produce and 
sell new cars at near record rates, 
leading to robust earnings. Sales 
of large cars and intermediate- 
size models were strong, while 
ecompact-car sales slumped and 
domestic subcompacts sold very 
poorly. 

Losses were recorded by some 
of the largest steelmakers, includ- 
ing Bethlehem, Republic, Lykes 
and Wheeling-Pittsburgh. Beth- 
lehem suffered 2 §25.2-million 1055, 
the second-largest quarterly defi- 
cit. in its history. 

Edgar Speer. chairmen of in- 
dustry-leader U.S. Steel. which 
reported @ 72-per-cent drop in 
first-quarter earnings, noted the 
“unparalleled severity” of the 
winter weather. Industry offi- 
cialis express confidence that the 
second quarter will show a sharp 
upturn in production and a return 
to profitability, Most producers 
report an increase in orders for 
some of the heavier steel products 
—like steel plates—for which de- 
mand was sagging through most 
of last year, 

And it is widely believed that 
price increases may be ahnounced 
soon across @ broad range of steel 
products, improving the steel- 
makers’ profit margins during the 
second quarter, 

Profits of the major oi] com- 
panies were mixed in the first 
quarter. but the companies with 
earnings gains outnumbered 
those with declines. Weather 
was ἃ mixed blessing. Fuel de- 
mand rose to record levels but 
the higher sales were offset by 
Increased costs of distribution 
and by production problems 
brought on by the cold.

Leading Index 
In U.S, Shows 
1.4% Advance 


Rise Is the Largest 
Made in 20 Months 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP. 
—The government index designed 
to indicate future economic 
trends registered in March ite 
largest increase in 2¢ months. 
the Commerce Department said 
today. 

The composite index of lend- 
ing economic indicators rose 1.4 
per cent from February im the 
biggest jump since the increase 
of 2,3 per cent in July, 1973. It 
was the second consecutive 
monthly increase for the mdex 
after a drop m January caused 
by the severe winter weather. 

Most of the economic statistics 
that have been anneunced this 
month have reflected gains, al- 
though the Carter administration 
also has revised upward its 
projection of the annual infla- 
tion’ rate, saying it would be 
6.7 per cent instead of the 5.8 
per cent originally forecast. 

The indcx of leading indicators 
shored continuing improvement 
in the economy, with six of the 
10 imdicators registering im- 
creases. including the average 
Workweek and new orders for 
consumer products and materials. 
Building permits also were up. 

The moex now stands at 129.7, 
the department's ureau of 
Economic Analrsis said. This is 
14 per cent bisher than the 
revised February index of 1.21.9 
fer cent, which represented a rise 
of 0.7 per cent from January. 

Biggest Gainer 

Contriguting most to the March 
increase was the eategory ef new 
orders for consumer products and 
matenals. which registered a 46- 
per-ceni gain. The average work- 
week for production and manu- 
facturing workers was 40.3 hours. 
up from the revised February 
fisure of 40.2 hours. and it was 
the highest level attained in stx 
months. 

Other indicators registering 
improvements were the laroff 
rate, vendor performance end 
change in sensitive prices. 

The four indicators that de- 
eressed were total liquid assets, 
contracts and orders and plant 
and equipment in 1972 dollars. 
Stock prices. and money balance 
in 1972 dollars. 

Tota! liquid assets actually in- 
eresased but at a declining rate, 
the department said. 

The index οἱ 509 common 
Stock prices was at 100.57. down 
three-tenths of 1 per cent fram 
the February figure of 100.96. 
The March figure was the lowest 
in the last six months. 

Two of the indicators—changes 
in inventories and the new 
business formation index—were 
not available for compilation, the 
department said.

ARIS (HT).—Consumer or citizens’ groups bave only 
recently caught on im France, but in the Freneh way 
there are niany of them: There are groups for the defense 
of tourists. pedestrians and telephone users. ‘There is one 
simply called the Defense of the Citizen and there is even 
an Association Nationale Anti-Bang, against supersonic boom, 
There is the Institut National de ia Consommation, which 
publishes a magazine, 50 Millions de Consommaieurs, and 


its older brother, the Union Fédérale des Comsommateurs, ἡ 


which publishes the monthly Que Choisir? There is also a 
daily radio program in which a rather abrasive interviewer 
named Anne Geiliard makes the manufacturers of mineral 
waters and packaged soups auake im their gray flannel sults. 

Not too surprisingly, French manufacturers are feeling 
threatened by the consummer movement and are pow moving 
to silence the groups, blaming them not only for cutting into 
profits but for causing wemployment: “Consumer defense,” 
writes the weekly Nouvel Observateur, “is now being accused 
of subverting the good of the nation.” 

The Canard Enchainé recently got its hands on, and re~ 
printed, a letter from the head of the National Association 
of Food and Agricultural Industries urging members to write

Mr, Rouberol has no dovbt that manufacturers are now 
making = concerted attempt to disarm consumer groups. The 
Arthur Martin case shows one approach, he says. Another is 
for a company to have on its staff a “Mr. Consumer,” who 
represents the consumers’ interests—“a rather equivocal gesture 
when Mr, Consumer is in the company’s pay,” Mr. Rouberol 
says.
